8. Reports from the Associate Deans 
A. Hochstein, Associate Dean, Masters and Graduate Diploma Programs 


Associate Dean Hochstein reminded Council that the MBA team won the Tata Cup this year.

10. Graduate Curriculum 
10.1 Executive MBA Program (JMSB-2010-02A-04) 
Associate Dean Switzer introduced JMSB-2010-02A-04. He explained the change was the 


entry requirement for the EMBA. This was made in order to make the requirements 
comparable to other EMBA programs. 


A.-M. Croteau explained that extensive work experiences as referenced in Requirement #3 
(p.3) would depend on the type of work experience and the industry and that managerial and 
professional experience is fundamental. 


It was also explained that a satisfactory academic record would be a B average or GPA of 3.0 
or higher. In addition, the waiving of a GMAT would occur with a strong BA degree or 


Master’s/PhD. 


There was some concern in terms of the different requirements for the MBA and EMBA 
when the degree conferred is the same. It was explained that there are different elements to 
the EMBA that would justify the different requirements and these requirements are 
comparable to EMBA programs at other institutions. The interview is also a critical part of 
the process to determine if the candidate is a good fit for the program/class.
